MEMBERS TO BE ASKED AT DINNER 

TO ENDORSE POLICY OF MOVING CLUBHOUSE 

A resolution for moving the clubhouse to 
the western end of Aquatic Park will be read 
at the Old Timers Dinner and presented to the 
membership for signing. 

The resolution, which has been drawn up 
by Ted Monell upon the instruction of the board 
of directors, will serve as a clear mandate to 
the board to pursue its efforts to obtain the 
si te . 

Old Timers will remember the ideal condi- 
tions which favored us when the Club was located 
at the foot of Van Ness Avenue. When the club- 
house was moved to the foot of Polk Street, 
conditions were less favorable but tolerable. 

Since 1937, when the clubhouse was again 
moved to its present location to make room for 
the concrete bleachers and what is now the San 
Francisco Maritime Museum, we have faced a losing 
battle with wind, tide and sand. 

According to our agreement with the city 
we were to be moved to our present "temporary 
location" until a "suitable location" could be 
found . 

After 17 years in this "temporary location" 
the board feels it is now time for a determined 
policy to obtain its goal. 

At present, Stan Rybicki and George DeGear 
are heading a work committee to repair dut 
present dock and put cables and wench in working 
order. The money for these repairs is coming 
out of our dock fund. 

It is generally agreed, however, whatever 
repairs are made on the dock will only be a 
temporary solution to our problem, for we will 
be faced with the ground swells and choppy 
water which causes damage to our boating equip- 
ment; we will still be faced with the sand which 
sweeps and creeps under and around our dock, 
choking our very existence.

James J. Cronin was born in San Francisco on 
August 17, 1868, nine years before his kid 
brother, the Dolphin Swimming and Boating Club. 
But they grew up" together. This is a brief 
history of both; for a biography of either is in 
many respects that of the other. Old Timers' 
Nite on August 14, 1954, will celebrate Jimmie's 
86th birthday and a lifetime of active devotion 
to the welfare of the Club. 

In 1877, the Dolphin Club was organized at 
a meeting in the home of John Weiland of the old 
Wei land Brewery. Membership was originally 
limited to 50; but the fine reputation and 
popularity of the Club caused the quota to be 
later successively raised to 75; then to 100j 
125, 200 and finally, to the present quota of 
300. Today there are 253 Dolphins, which in- 
cludes 187 regular members, and 66 life members 
who have enjoyed membership for 25 years or 
longer. A list of the life members and the 
periods of their membership is in this issue. 
The original clubhouse was located a t the foot 
of Jones Street in what was known as Shelter 
Cove or Mrs. Kelly's Cove, which extended from 
approximately Powell Street to Leavenworth 
Street. In the Cove were also Mrs. Kelly's 
public bathhouse (where she rented towels and 
swimming suits for a dip in the Cove), the 
Lurline Athletic Club and the Triten Club. 

JIMMIE'S SCHOOL, BUSINESS AND FAMILY LIFE 

Jim attended Hamilton Grammar School, Boys 
High and Commerce High School in San Francisco, 
while in school, he arose at 3:30 a.m. to deliver 
a Chronicle route in a two-wheeled one-horse 
sulky. He developed his wind for future Dolphin 
activities by running alongside his horse for a 
mile or two of his route. After school he owned 
and served on saddle horse a route for the old 
S.F. Report. When this newspaper folded, Jimmie 
enjoyed a brief career as a page boy in the 
California Senate. After graduation from 
Commerce High he began his life work in the sugar 
refining industry. At school Jim had acquired 
quite a reputation as a champion lightning 
calculator; and began work in a clerical position 
requiring much mental computing which he "devoured 
with relish. He was recognized as tireless, 
efficient, willing and energetic; and steadily 
moved upward in the firm until, after 54 years of 
capable, productive and loyal service he was 
retired in 1949 from the position of Shipping 
Director of Western Sugar Refinery at the age of 
72, Throughout his long working career he fitted 
his Dolphin Club activities into his daily work 
life; and since retirement has devoted himself 
practically exclusively to the affairs of the 
Club. 

James and his boyhood companion and school 
mate, Charlie (Pop) Farrell, another Dolphin 
"great", together joined the Dolphin Club on the 
same day, May 20, 1891, after they had waited a 
long period for the membership quota (which was 
then always filled) to open up. Jim was then 22 
years old and he has now been a member for over 
63 years. About that time Jimmie also was a 
member of the Olympic Club, Hibernians, Foresters 
and Corinthian Yacht Club (he and two other 
Dolphins, Ed Sullivan and Charlie Farrell, owning 
the champion racing and pleasure yacht "Ceres"). 
Jim was married at age 30 to his childhood sweet- 
heart, Sarah Kelly; and soon after that happy 
event he decided to concentrate his outside

interests and energies on the Dolphin Club and 
resigned from all of the others. So for 54 years 
of happy wedded life, Jimmie's wife, two sons 
(James, Jr., and John, - both Dolphin life 
members) and daughter Evelyn, have always been 
certain of Jim's whereabouts. 

CLUBHOUSE MOVED TO SUCCESSIVELY WORSE LOCATIONS 

About 1902, development of the Shelter Cove 
area caused the Dolphin Club to move to the foot 
of Van Ness Avenue. Here the Dolphins enjoyed 
ideal weather and water conditions. But in 1925 
the extension and improvement of Van Ness Avenue 
forced removal of the clubhouse to the foot of 
Polk Street, which location was somewhat less 
sheltered but was still fairly good. But even 
this site was later to be denied; for construc- 
tion of the Aquatic Park building (now known as 
the Maritime Museum) again forced us to move in 
1938, to the present location at the foot of Hyde 
Street. This location is generally recognised a3 
the most exposed part of the cove, the wind and 
ground swells being particularly unfavorable to 
the encouragement of rowing - either eotft|iBti tiiri 
or for pleasure. It was ah express condition 
upon which the Dolphin Club agreed with the City 
authorities that its clubhouse be moved to Hyde 
Street that this site should be only temporary 
until a more suitable location could be selected. 
It might be here noted that the Dolphin Club, 
through Charlie Farrell, originated the proposal 
that San Francisco should acquire and develop its 
own aquatic park. 

DRIVE NOW ON TO MOVE BACK TO WEST END OF COVE 

This "temporary" site has now been occupied 
for over 15 years. There is now a more suitable 
location possible available on the Van Ness 
Avenue end of the Cove, north of and adjacent to 
the site occupied by the Sea Scouts. Moving the 
clubhouse back to that end of the Cove will be 
a tremendous stimulus to the future of the 
Dolphin Club - not only in the interest Of 
rowing, but also swimming, more pleasant sun- 
bathing, and the general welfare of the Club. 
This is a huge undertaking and there are many 
obstacles. It has been talked about for many 
years; but the present Board of Directors is now 
actively working on this most urgent and impor- 
Laut project; and with the backing of the £Hi i 
membership they feel confident that there is a 
good prospect of its successful achievement. A 
resolution expressing approval of this objective 
by the general membership will be circulated at 
the Old Timers Dinner. The Board will need all 
the help and cooperation that members jointly or 
individually can offer or suggest. Think about 
it! 

ROWING ACTIVITIES 

From the beginning of Jimmie's membership he 
was consistantly. interested, and actively parti- 
cipated in, just about everything the Dolphin 
Club had to of fer- - rowing, swimming, handball, 
sunbathing, social affairs, good fellowship and 
club officering. 

There was, in the early days, spirited 
competition between the Dolphin Club, Triton 
Club, Pioneer Rowing Club, South End Rowing Club, 
Ariel Rowing Club and Alameda Boating Club. 
Throughout the years, some of these clubs have 
vanished and others have come upon the scene. 
The Dolphins have turned out many winning 4-oared

crews, both shells and barges, and also singles 
champions, both shell and skiff. Jimmie rowed 
single skiff and in the 4-oared barge. Jim and 
Al Duperu often rowed to work in the morning in 
a double-oared rowboat (then called a Whitehall 
gig) from the Dolphin clubhouse to the sugar 
company, a rowing distance of some 8 to 10 miles 
each way. They tied up the boat in a lagoon and 
then rowed back to the Club after work, rowing 
for about VA to 2 hours each way. Jimmie remain- 
ed active in rowing for over 60 years, until just 
a few years ago. 

Today there is a promising surge of rowing 
interest in the Dolphin Club. Because of the 
unfavorable rowing conditions at our end of the 
Aquatic Park Cove, the Dolphins have constructed 
new crew quarters on Lake Merced. Until such 
time as we succeed in moving the clubhouse back 
to the West end of the Cove, Lake Merced offers 
good rowing conditions; and a new and fine 
calibered group of young, vigorous and enthusias- 
tic oarsmen promise a continuing successful 
Dolphin rowing history. 

DOLPHIN CLUB ORIGINATES ANNUAL GOLDEN GATE SWIM 

Jim Cronin has always been, and still is, 
active in swimming. He swam the Golden Gate in 
the first organized swimming race across the Gate 
ever held by any group. This was in 1917 when 
the Dolphins first promoted this annual classic. 
He also swam the Gate in 1918. During his many 
years of service with the sugar company Jimmie 
always managed time for his daily swim and sun 
bath, in addition to his daily rowing trips to 
and from work. And today, at 86 years young, 
Jim still swims in the Cove almost every day and 
also enjoys the sun on the Dolphin sun deck. 

The Golden Gate swim is growing more 
popular each year. From a handful of contestants 
it has gradually increased to an average of 
30 to 35. Several new members expect to enter 
the race this year and there may be over 40 
contestants in this Dolphin event on October 3, 
1954. The Dolphin Club has not only originated 
the Golden Gate Swimming race but has also 
pioneered various other competitive swims. Quite 
a few years ago, it held swimming races around 
Alcatraz Island; and more recently, it began to 
hold annually the Racoon Straits swim and the 
Aquatic Park handicap. The latter two events are 
popular and have now become permanent parts of 
our annual swimming program, which is about as 
active an open-water program as can be found any- 
where. In addition to the great interest in 
Dolphin Club competitive swimming, many members, 
including several Dolphin youngsters in their 
60 ' s , 70's and 80's, enjoy their daily dips 
regularly, winter and summer, for pure pleasure 
and healthful invigoration. 

HANDBALL POPULAR DOLPHIN SPORT 

Cronin also played handball throughout 
practically all of the many years of his Dolphin 
membership, competiting in Club tournaments until 
only a few years ago. Until about 1923 when the 
first Dolphin's fine handball court was built, 
handball was played with tennis balls in the 
Dolphin locker room, the lockers on the sides 
forming the side walls of the handball court. 
Handball has been consistently popular among the 
members. Many former handball champs are now 
Dolphin life members and many have also competed 
in swimming and rowing, the Club being proud of 
its many all- round" athletes. Last year 28 members 
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(Continued) 
competed in the handball tournaments, their ages 
ranging from about 15 to 55. In addition there 
are several others who play for pleasure without 
entering tournament competition. As in all other 
club sports it is wholly a matter of individual 
preference whether a member engages therein com- 
petitively or purely for pleasure. The important 
thing is the Dolphin spirit of sportsmanship, 
not the question of who is the winner. 

JIMMIE MAKES HIKE AND OCEAN DIP 
FOR 6 2 CONSECUTIVE YEARS 

The Dolphin Club was also the originator of 
the annua) winter hike to the Beach and ocean 
dip, holding this event for the first time in 
1892. Cronin hasn't missed this 8-mile hike from 
the clubhouse and plunge into the surf since it 
was first held 62 years ago. And we expect and 
hope that this year, at the age of 86, he'll lead 
the parade as usual, and will continue to do so 
for many years to come. 

DOLPHIN OFFICER AND 

ATHLETIC ASSOCIATIONS OFFICIAL 

Since shortly after joining the Dolphin Club 
in 1891 Jim has been an active Club, officer, 
having throughout the many years occupied practi- 
cally every office through the Presidency and has 
now continuously and capabily been Club Treasurer 
for at least a couple centuries. And during his 
63 years of Club membership he has served on 
countless committees, has participated in Club 
activities in about every possible capacity, and 
has attended and wholeheartedly cooperated in 
virtually every Dolphin Club affair, social, 
athletic, or otherwise, held since I892--and 
there have been several hundreds of such happy, 
memorable occasions. 

In addition to this varied and lengthy career 
Jimmie was a member of the Board of Governors of 
the P.A.A. (Pacific Athletic Association) for 
over 50 years and Secretary of the P.A.A.O. 
(Pacific Association of Amateur Oarsmen) for 35 
years . 

OPTIMISTIC, INSPIRATIONAL, FORWARD OUTLOOK 

Jim recalls with pleasure these many past 
occasions and his varied personal participation 
in the weaving of the rich Dolphin Club history. 
He remembers with deep respect and admiration the 
the many Dolphin members who have passed on to 
row or swim in calmer waters. But it is the 
wonderful, inspiring character of this remarkable 
man to vigorously live in the present, his good 
cheer, clear thinking, humor and optimism ever 
geared forward, inspiring every one of us to work 
toward a Dolphin Club future even greater than 
its glorious past. 

A fine intangible value has often been re- 
ferred to as "The Dolphin Spirit". Jim Cronin' s 
life proves that this Spirit has real, vital 
existence. Its roots reach deeply into the rich 
soil of the Dolphin Club's long and colorful 
history, nourish the present and inspire the 
future. Yes, it exists, and it means th% same 
thing as does the name "Jimmie Cronin", - -good 
fellowship, cheerful optimism, the clean, health- 
ful, vigorous body and mind, friendly competi- 
tion, good sportsmanship and brotherly coopera- 
tion. "WELL DONE, JIMMIE! " ALL DOLPHINS - JOIN 
IN EXPRESSING THANKS FOR YOUR LIFELONG DEVOTION 
AND FIDELITY TO THE CLUB YOU LOVE SO MUCH AND 
TO ITS FINE PRINCIPLES AND HOPE THAT YOUR 
INSPIRING PRESENCE MAY CONTINUE AMONG US FOR 
MANY YEARS TO COME.

A MESSAGE FROM YOUR PRESIDENT 

Let me first introduce your new board of 
directors for 1955. As you have probably heard 
by now, your editor was chosen president, John 
Duignan is vice president, Jimmy Cronin trea- 
surer, Stan Rybicki financial secretary, George 
DeGear captain, Don Kane secretary, and Mario 
Bollo lieutenant captain. Frank Adams and Steve 
Gaal were chosen as new directors. Harry Fields 
and Ed Curtis were selected by the new board to 
serve one year terms filling the vacant seats 
left by the new president and vice president. 

Frank Mennueci is the remaining board 
member . 

Listing our problems as activities, improve- 
ments, membership, and moving the Clubhouse back 
to its original site at the western end of 
Aquatic Park, let's briefly examine each. 

We will keep just about the same schedule 
that we have had the last several years.

As we concern ourselves 
with activities and improvements in 1955, we must 
not fail to lose sight of moving - our main 
problem. 

These are the problems that should take our 

attention and efforts in this year as I see it. 

I take no credit for the attempted solutions - 

they have been discussed before and are under 

discussion now. They are submitted for your 

review and will be respectfully submitted to

The final chapter of the "Cronin Story" was written
